"Black Bart," the Daring High- 


wayman, Cantured. 


History of a Long Career of 


Stage Bobberies, 


Incidents of tbe capture—Tin-end 


Followetl by tlio Detectives.

Last Monday evening the detect- 


ives of "Wells, 
Fargo & Co., of 


whom J. B. Hacae is Chief, succeed- 
ed in running down and capturing 
after a long ohaae of about six years, 
one of the moat noted and daring 
staga robbers of the country, "Black 
Bart," as ho is generally kncmn. 
His real name is said to ba Charles 
E. Bolton, although some doubt 
exists as to this being hia true pa- 
tronymio. Detective Hume was as- 
sisted by Capt. Stone of the oity po 
lice and detective Harry Morse. 


OLtTES THAT LED TO HIS CAPTURE, 
They found their man in the Webb 


House, on Second street. Hi» capture 
was effected in a peculiar manner 
and in consequence of a clue left by 
the highwayman at hia last operation 
near Copporopolis, on the morning 
of the 3d instant. As the Sonora 
and Milton stage was running over 
the mountain road a man, whose face 
was concealed by a flour sack tbat 
had been ripped open and cleansed, 
jumped from behind the thicket that 
skirted the roadway and commanded 
a halt. He enforced bis bidding 
with a presented revolver. 
No pas- 


sengers were in the stage at the time, 
and the driver, IVIcConnell, was com- 
pelled to get down from his seat, 
unharness the horses and drive them 
behind tho conveyance. The robber 
then broke open the treasury box of 
Wells, Fargo & Co., and took there*- 
from 228 ounces of amalgam, valued 
at 84,100, which had come from the 
Patterson mine, at Tuttletown; three 
and a quarter ounces of gold and 
8550 in gold and silver coin. As 
MoConnell drove the animals to the 
rear of tho stage, ho noticed an 
Italian boy on the foothills a short 
distance away, who was carrying a 
Hanry rifle, with which he had start- 
ed out to hunt. He beckoned to him, 
and the lad came. The robber had 
secured his booty and was making 
off with it when MoConnell seized the 
rifle from the boy's hands and fired 
«»t tha despoiler. Black Bart, for it 
was undoubtedly he, ran. MoCon- 
nell pursued, and discharged three 
more shots at him. In running Black 
Bart lost his hat, a little round 
Derby, and his handkerchief fell out 
of hia pocket. He also threw away a 
package of papers that he had taken 
from the stage. These were rod with 
blood, and this fact induced McCon- 
nell to think that one of bis shots, at 
least, had wounded the robber. The 
articles that Black Bart had left be- 
hind were pioked up later, when a 
posse of men from Copperopolis re- 
turned to the scene after McConnell 
had driven back to town. 


A further clue, another piece of 


property, which is presumed to be- 
long to" Black Bart, was found be 
hind aome rocks near the spot where 
the stage was stopped. This was the 
case of a paiv of spyglasses; which it 
is thought he used to descry the 
stage from afar and to note how 
many were about it, On the hand- 
kerchief was a laundry mark, which 
was the means of securing his arrest. 


A TELL-TALE MAEK, 


The articles -were brought to thia city. 


Tha mark on the handkerchief was a 
privato laundry mark, and a search 
among the laundries of the city, Chi- 
nese and otherwise, resulted. In a few 
daya the detectives ^located the users of 
the mark at a laundry agency on Bash 
street, kept by T. 0. Ware. From Mr. 
Ware it was found that the owner of 
the handkerchief was 0. E. Bolton, who 
was stopping at the Webb House, No. 
73 Second street, room 40. This per- 
son was immediately put under snr 
veillance. Hume notified a hvmter near 
Stockton, who has seen Bart, to hold 
himself in readiness to come down and 
identify the man, the progrn mme being 
to make sure he was the proper person 
before making the arrest 
.From nil de- 


scriptions it was evident that Black 
Bart and Bolton were the s-une. - 


A WAEBANi' FOE IIIS A BHIST, 


Sheriff Thorn procured a warrant for 


his arrest on a charge ot st age robbery 
from the Superior Court of Calaveras 
county, and armed with this document 
he came to this city. It was found that 
the occupant of room No. 
40, "Webb 


House, was a well known Juan about 
towu. He was thought to be a mining 
man, having couveyed that impression 
in the society of others by his fouyeisa- 
tion. His depiutures fiom th e city at 
various intervals werd accounted for on 
this supposition. He generally' ate at 
tho New York Restaurant, on R'earney 
street, near Clay. He was ever a ornpu 
lously neat and clean, and, though he 
wore diamonds, was in no znannei' dan- 


dyish. His conversation was void of 
vulgarity; ha never drank to excess, and 
had no taste for tobacco. His Speech 
was ever civil and he treated nil cordial- 
ly. Bolton, it saems, was out of the 
oity last week, .but returned Saturday. 
The Stockton Jiunter saw him on the 
way from the train, and identified him 
as Black Bart. On Monday, evening, 
Captain Stone, Captain Hufrie, Henry 
Morse and a fourth party took a hack 
up town, and w«r« driven . to, No. 87 
Second street, whers th«y arrested Bol- 
ton without much parleying. The same 
hack took the party to th'e officu of Cap- 
tain Hums, where Mr. Bolton was ac- 
cused of being Black Bart. Ho was 
•hown that his oaptora, had positive 
proof of his identity, Captain Hume ex- 
plaining that he had been tracking him 
for six years, and hod in the last three 
vears cot a full and minute description 
of the lone highwayman; h», rehearsed 
the story of the lost cuff and th» silk 
handkerchief, gave the history of the 
laundry mark, and suddenly cast tha 
peculiar-looking hat at his feet, as if to 
overwhelm him with evidence, but to 
all this Mr. Bolton was impervious, 
said his real name was Spaulding; ha 
smiled in a polite way, denied every- 
thing, and passed the night iu the tanks 
at the City Prison. 


TAKEN TO OA1AVEBAS. 


He was registered in tha small book 


under the name of Spaulding, that he 
h»d last given. Yesterday morning he 
took a ride on the cars to Stockton, 
Detective Morsa, Johnny Thacker, of 
Wells, Fargo & Go's, force, and Captain 
Stone, of the regular police fooe, ac- 
companying 
him. At 
Stockton his 


photograph was taken. From thence 
he resumed his journey to San Andreas, 
Oalaveras county, where he was given 
quarters in the jail and where he will 
be tried. On his person when arrested 
was found $160 in gold and $10 in sil- 
ver. The latter sum ho was allowed to 
retain. Th« Derby hat fitted him so 
accurately that ho stud he was almost 
tempted to buy it. In his room nothing 
of pecuniary value was found, but an 
old suit of clothes, identified as those 
worn by him when he robbed the Souora 
and Milton stage, was picked up. These 
ho had discarded for newer garments 
which he bought in Sacramento last 
week and which he1 had on when 
rested. 


BLACK BART'S CABEBE. 


Black Bart is a. native of 
Jeffersor 


oouuty, Now York, and forty years of 
ago.His first appearance in California was 
made on the third day of August, 1877. 
He then introduced himself to the ex- 
press company by stepping out ou the 
road in i'ront of the stage, then winding 
its way I'tom Fort Ross to Russian 
River, and with a double-barreled shot 
gun, demanding that the treasure box 
and mail ba^s be thrown to him. The 
box, followed quickly by the mail bags, 
slid from the driver's hands in a twink- 
ling; the driver, at a si'^n from the man 
whipped up his team aCd disappeared 
in the dust of the road, leaving the 
stranger to rifle the box of about ¥300 
in coin, a check far $305 52 drawn on 
the Granger's Bank in this oity iQ favor 
of risk Bros., and relieve any (otters 
which contained coin of their conts-"1'8- 


About one year after the above i ob- 


bery, July 25, 1878, the stage from 
Quincy to Oroville was stopped by on^ 
man, and Wells, Fargo & Go's, box rob- 
bed of $379 in coin, one diamond ring 
(said to be worth $200), one silver 
watch, valued at $25. The mail was 
also robbed. Io the box, when found 
next day, was the following :

The Governor offerei 1 8300 reward 


for his arrest and conviction. Wells, 
Fargo & Oa. added $3( )0 to it and the 
postal authorities S20G> more, making 
a total of $800. Thin reward was re- 
peated with every fresh rabbery, 
until now, if his captors can. convict 
him of committing all the robberies 
which he undoubtedly did commit— 
twenty three at loast—they will be 
entitled to an aggregate of $18,400. 
.Following are aocae or tbe operations 
in which it is believed Black Bart 
was the principal: 


About 8 o'clock A. sr. of July 30,

package of gold specimens valued at

cino county, was stopped by one 
man and the expr ess box and mail 
robbed. 


On the following day, October 3,

was stopped by one man and the ex 
press and mail robb ed.

On the llth of October, 18^1, tne

county, stopping at farm houses on 
the way to pr oouro food.

press box s,nd mail tobbed. 


OnDeej.mber 27, 1881, th«> stage 


from San Juan to Snaartsville WBB 
stopped by one man, and the express 
box and mail robbod. 


On January 25, 1882, the stage 


from Ukiah to Oioverdale was stop- 
ped by one man, and the express box 
and mail robbed. After this robbery, 
it is believed the robber went toward 
Clear Lake, crossed at the Narrows 
opposite Kelseyyille and passscl down 
via Bartlett Springs toward Colusa. 


On July 13, 1882, the stage from 


Laporte to Oroville was stopped by 
one man. 
George Haokett, Walls, 


Fargro & Co.'s messenger, was on tha 
stage, and fired two shots at the- rob- 
ber without effect. • The robber es- 
caped to the brush and fled, going 
south; be was seen on the following 
day near Camptonville, luba county, 


On September 17, 1882, the stage 


from Yreka to Bedding was stopped 
by ODO man, and the express box and 
mail robbed. 


On the 24th of September, 1882, 


the stage from Lakeport to Clover- 
dale was stopped by one man, ana 
the express box and mail robbed. 
The robber went east and north, to- 
ward Lower Luke. 


All of the above have been attrib- 


uted to Black Bart on account of the 
similarity in the mode of operation, 
and by the invariable doggerel left 
behind . 
Early in the Spring of the current 


yoar he apparently went "«n the 
road" again, for on April 12th the 
stage running between Lakeport and 
Cloverdale was stopped by on* man, 


On June 23d last, the stage from 


Jackson to lone City wai robbed by 
a single person.

Black Bart is an American, about 


fifty years of age, five faet nine 
inches in height, weight about one 
hundred and fifty-five pounds, high 
forehead, prominent cheek bones, 
lower part of face long and thin, 
light gray eyes, deep set; heavy eye- 
brows, gray hair and moustache, and 
long soft hands. He is a teetotaler 
in the matter of liquor and tobacco, 
but is a great lover of coffee. 
He is 


also very fond of reading and devours 
all sorts of literature. Every line of 
his poetry is written in a different

The Alta has published a fao-iimile 


of the alleged Sharou-Hill marriage 
contract. 
The instrument ia some- 


what remarkable in many respects. 
It was evidently written by someone 
unfamiliar with the forms usually 
adopted in drawing legal documents, 
The body of the instrument is evi 
de&tly ia the hand writing of the 
party who signed thereto the name 
.of Sarah Althen Hill, and if that be 
Sarah's signature then Sarah wrote 
the instrument. It purports to have 
been written and signed'by the afore 
said Sarah on the 28th day of August 
1830, and the oodicile wherein Miss 
Hill agrees to keep the paper and its 
contents a secret for ten years is 
dated August 25th 1880, three days 


- before. That portion of the docu- 
ment following tho two clauses above 
mentioned, wherein Mr. Sharon is 
acknowledged to ba the lawful, etc, 
of the said Sarah, shows it was writ 
ten on August 28th, and the date fol- 
lowing the signature of Mr. Sharon 
is August 25th, three days before the 
instrument purports to have been 
written. All in all, the instrument 
has evtry appearance of being a very 
clumsy piece of forgery, 
About as 


plausible a theory of the transaction 
aa has yet been put forth is that sug- 
gested by the Cojson Appeal, which 
is that Sharon, who is quite fond of 
writing his name on stray pieces of 
paper, pnt his name on a blank piece 
of paper and left it lying about his 
room. Miss Hill secured the piece 
of paper and wrote, or had written, 
the alleged contract over the signa- 
ture. This theory is unstained by 
the manner in which the contract is 
written. 
The first half ia written 


with considerable space between the 
lines but as the lines approach the 
signature the space between gets 
narrower. 
This shows that when the 


writer of the contract began to writa 
thought they would have ample space 
to got in all that was necessary be- 
tween the place of beginning and tha 
signature, but as they neared the 
completion of tho work found that 
they had miscalculated and was 
therefore obliged to crowd the lines 
together and write a finer hand to 
keep in certain limits.

David A. Wells,, the reputed agent of 


British 
freu-lrada 
advoontrs in thin 


country, has an article in tho November 
number of the Princeton Keview, in 
which he argues that the tuftnufneluroa 
of foreign pauper labor admitted frea of 
doty wonld be a great benefit to the 
United States. The main wnnt of Eu- 
ropean laborers is food. 
Wo eaa pro- 


duce food much cheaper than any other 
country. If only part of a daj'a labor 
produces food to tbe value of a 
full 


day's labor ia a foreign factory, we 
gain by exchanging that fraction of a 
day's labor in Ihe production of food 
for the full foreign day's la'bor in the 
production of the manufactured article 
we need. Therefor* free trade is 'th 
best thing for America nnd foreign p 
per labor is a blcsasiug. to us. There i 
nothing new in this argument. It wa 
used by McDuffie of South Carolina au 
other free-traders and advocates of slav 
and pauper labor in the Senate of th 
United States more than fortyyears ngo 
and it wua tben exploded and torn to t.a 
ters by Dautel Webster and Henry Gin 
in the interest of an American systei: 
of manufactures, for the subdivision an 
protection 
of American labor. 
Mr 


Wells has rend both sides of the ques 
tion and knows its history, for ho n 
ludes to tho fact that it wag not nut' 
about the year 1810 that the orgnmen 
or protection against foreign paupe 
labor came into use iu thio country 
As a matter of fact, Mr. Clay'has use 
that argument in some of his speeches 
on the tariff question three to fivo year 
before 1840.

Wells sueeringly says, the "infant in 
dustry" plea was that on which the pro 
tectionists laid most stress. And BO 
was, aud for good reason.

even up to 1845. Since then they have 
grown to such magnitude that iu 188i 
billions of capital was invested in then 
aud 4,000,000 of laborers depended on 
them for their and their families 
daily bread.

is that these 4,000,000 shall either stid 
denly be converted into farming prodno 
era or cast free by trade upon a dead leve 
with the pauper labor of Europe.

manufactures must ba diverted into 
other channels or all our factories b< 
converted into' ruins. 
If they do BO 


take to the business of producing food 
which is already overdone, then they 
must be put on a level with foreign 
pauper labor. This is tho long and tha 
shortof it. Wells knows it. He knows 
that free trade cannot become the policy 
of this country so long as the common 
people, the working classes, have votes 
but he is paid by foreign frre-t*ade syn- 
dicates for making the absurd arguman 
and be makes it as best he can.
